Health and Diet Advice. 


y Dr. Frank M 


Many people go to clinics and laboratories for 
blood tests and then, when they get the report, 
find that it is so much “Greek” to them. Having 
received several hundred such reports within the 
past few months with requests for explanation, | 
thought it well to give a general idea of them in 
this article. I do not ehcourage anyone to try to 
diagnose his own trouble from a blood report for 
the reason that a correct interpretation depends 
upon many years of experience backed up by 
training. Nevertheless, I know many of you are 
curious about the terms used, so I will explain 
them 

First, I will give you the facts about healthy 

lood taken from a normal man. The number of 

red blood cells will be about 5,000,000 per cubic 
millimeter of blood, and the white blood cells will 
be about 7,500 per cubic millimeter. The amount 
of red coloring or hemoglobin will be from 8% 
to 100%. The normal coagulation time, which is 
the time it takes the blood to clot, will be some. 
where close to five minutes or less. The blood wil! 
be free from abnormal cells produced by diseased 
conditions, and the red blood cells will range well 
within the normal size and,shape. The white cells 
will show a preponderance of polynuclears at the 
rate of seven out of every ten. About the only 
difference between these figurs for a man and those 
of a healthy woman is that the woman's red cells 
may be from 100,000 to 500,000 less than the 5,000,- 
000 normal for men 


A lack of sufficient red blood cells indicates 
anemia. The anemia may be secondary to some 
other condition. The number of red cells is low 
in hookworm disease, in typhoid fever, rheumatic 
fever, malaria, lead poisoning, severe bleeding or 
hemorrhage such as from piles, in enlarging tumors 
and pregnancy. A low red cell count accompanied 
by an increased white cell count may be found 
in any condition where pus is being absorbed over 
a period of time, during splenic leukemia, during 
the crisis of pneumonia, etc. An increase in the red 
cells may be found in prolonged diarrheas, some 
types of heart trouble accompanied by blueness of 
the skin, polycythemia, and occasionally increased 
in people living in high altitudes. 

A white blood cell decrease below 7,500 usually 
indicates a fxll in resistance. The white blood cells 
are thought to be scavengers in the body chiefly 
to destroy invading germs, and, for this reason, 
any sharp increase shows that the body is resisting 
some infectious or disease process. An increase is 
found in many inflammations and infections such 
as abscesses, tuberculosis, pneumonia, sinus trouble, 
appendicitis, pus drainage from the kidneys, etc. 
If the body has been successful in building a wall’ 
or capsuje around the affected area so that the 
poisons do not drain into the system, no increase 
may be noted 

Hemoglobin is the coloring matter in the red 
blood cells. The hemoglobin contains some iron 
and enables the blood to convey oxygen from the 
lungs to the cells in the tissues of the body. Homo- 
globin is commonly decreased in secondary 
anemias, in malignant tumors, chlorosis, etc, and 
may be from 25% to 60% of the normal. 

There are also many special forms of white 
and red blood cells which may be found increased 
and decreased in various disorders, some cf which 
are a little too technical to handle in a newspaper 
article. Two of the more common are special forms 
of white blood cells, such as lymphocytes, which 
are found in increased numbers in rickets, whoop- 
ing cough, and chronic mild cases of tuberculosis; 
and eosinophiles, which are white blood célls of a 
type easily stained with cosins and may be in- 
creased in asthma, hay fever, in skin disorders such 
as psoriasis and hives, scarlet fever, and trichina 
infection 

If you have had blood reports which you do not 
understand and wil] send them to me, I will be 
pleased to explain them to you, but it is advisable 
to accompany the report with any physical diag- 
nosis which you have received from a physician. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Magnolia asks: “Why is it my 
tongue is always coated when I get up? This coat- 
ing disappears by one o'clock but comes back. Is 
this the first sign of some serious trouble?” 

ANSWER: When the tongue does ont stay coated, 
it is not much of a diagnostic sign. The usual 
cause of such a condition is sleeping with the mouth 
open. The thick, coaled iongue of liver trouble is 


present all the time.
